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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' claim amendment and response filed on 4/03/2009 have been carefully 
reviewed by the examiner. All pending claims have been fully reconsidered in view of the 
amendment and the response. Upon careful reconsideration of pending claims, the examiner 
respectfully submits that restriction is required under 35 USC 121 and 372 because the pending 
claims recite plurality of inventions that lack unity. Therefore, the previous office action is 
hereby vacated and a restriction requirement is set forth in the present office action. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1,3-10, 12-26, 28-42, 44-56, 58-59, 63-72, drawn to a crystal and a method of 
altering the refractive index of a crystal. 

Group II, claim(s) 60-61, drawn to a laser formed by a waveguide having a cladding of depressed 
refraction index. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Group I is a crystal and a method of altering (lowering) the 
refractive index of the crystal in a predetermined path within the crystal. On the other hand, the 
special technical feature of Group II is a laser formed by a waveguide having a cladding of 
depressed refraction index. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
